(10) M/s.VLMS shall not commence any operations in a customs area for the 
first time unless the Commissioner of Customs and Central Excise Mysore is 
satisfied that ail the requirements of the Act have been fulfilled and grants 
permission to commence the operations by an order in writing 


(11) Duration of appointment of M/s.VLMS shall initially remain valid for a period 
of 2 years from the date of issue of this Notification and subject to the satisfaction 
of the Commissioner of Customs and Central Excise, Mysore; 


(12) M/s.VLMS shall seek renewal of appointment as Custodian and/or 
Customs Cargo Service Provider, 30 days in advance with the Commissioner of 
Customs and Contra! Excise, Mysore; 
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(13) The Commissioner of Customs and Central Excise, Mysore shall review 
the approval granted before the expiry of the initial period of approval of two years 
and may extend such approval to a further period of five years (at a time). For 
reasons to be recorded in writing, the Commissioner of Customs and Central 
Excise, Mysore, may order for review of the approval granted to M/s.VLMS, at any 
time before the completion of the period of approval; 

(14) For breach/violation of provisions of the Customs Act, 1962, and the 
rules, regulations, notifications and orders issued from time to time, the 
Commissioner of Customs and Central Excise, Mysore may, subject to the 
provisions of these regulations and observance of procedure prescribed under 
regulation 12 may suspend or revoke the approval granted to M/s.VLMS and also 
order for forfeiture of security, if any; 

(15) Notwithstanding anything contained above in para 14, the Commissioner 
of Customs and Central Excise may, in appropriate cases where immediate action 
is necessary, suspend the approval granted to ■ M/s.VLMS whefe-an enquiry 
against M/s.VLMS is pending or contemplated. , .
